McGill retained its chance of gel- 
ting into the City League play-off 
when they defeated Shamrocks last 
night by the score of 4—1. 

The brand of hockey offered by the 
Red and White squad was by far the 
best shown at any time this season.

The announcement, made in anolher column of this issue that 
arrangements are being made for a revival of last.year s Mock Par- 
liament will be received with interest. In past years these sessions 
of the College assemblage have been unfailing sources of instruction 
and amusement. The idea is a splendid one and offers unrivalled 
opportunities, not only for practice in public-speaking but also as a 
'"means of acquiring a sound knowledge of parliamentary procedure 
the various conventions under which our legislators conduct the 
airs of the country. 
Last year, after an auspicious start, interest in the proceedings 
flagged considerably. In some measure this was due to the spirit of

both In Canada and the United States, 
many lnstancos of decay in timbers 
caused by the various fungus growths. 
His address was both Interesting and 
Instructive, and was clearly Illus- 
trated by the numerous lantern slides 
which he threw on the screen. 

Decay takes place In timbers which 
are either alroady weakened by fun- 
gus growths before being set in the 
building, or in which tho growth is 
aided by an excess of humidity in tho 
air near the timbers. One instance 
of the last was a cotton mill in which 
a cold water pipe ran for several hun- 
dred feet Just below the cross beams 
This pipe lowered the temperature of 
the atmosphere in Its proximity suf- 
ficiently to ' raise tho percentage of 
the humidity enough to start fungus 
growths, which in turn decayed. the 
limbers to such an extent that they 
had to bo renewed throughout the 
length of the building.

A meeting of the Philosophical 
Society will be held on Tuesday, Feb- 
ruary 1st, at Strathcona Hall, at 8.15 
p.m. sharp. Dr. Mackay, lecturer In 
International and Const' tutional Law 
at the Law Faculty of McOlll, will 
speak on "Tho Higher Humanism." 

Professor Mackay Is a new addition 
to tho Law Faculty. Before coming 
to McGlll he waa Professor of Law 
at tho University of Saskatchewan 
since 1914. Ho is a graduate of 
Plctou Academy and Dalhoualo Col- 
loge, whore he obtained hie B.A. 
(with high honors In Philosophy). 
Later he attended Cornell University, 
whero he specialised in Psychology; 
and finally studied Law at the Dal- 
houalo Law School. He obtained his 
M.A. in 1898 and was assistant editor 
of tho Philosophical Review in 1899 
He became a Fellow In Philosophy in 
1900, and was called to the Nova 
Scotia Bar in 1906. 

He practised at the Winnipeg Bar 
during 1906-10, and was Professor of 
Philosophy at the 'University of 
Saskatchewan, 1910-12. During the 
years 1912-14 he was Professor of 
Political Solence. Amongst Dr. Mnc- 
kay's publications are "Hegel's Phil- 
osophy of Knowledge," in 1901; 
"Canadian Nationality," in 1906; 
also frequent articles In magazines 
and legal journals on Problems of the 
Empire and general literary and 
philosophical subjects. 

Tho Law Faculty of McGill is In 
deed fortunate in having obtained the 
services of so learned a lecturer; and 
although Professor Mackay has been 
with us only a short time, those tot 
lowing his courses have already be 
come greatly attached to him, owing 
to his extremely interesting and 
thorough manner in presenting his 
lectures. 

Professor Mackay will treat this 
question, "The Higher Humanism," 
in its relation to world problems 

Humanism" assigns a predomln 
ant interest to the affairs of men as 
compared with the supernatural or 
the abstract. The term is specially 
applied to that movement of thought 
which in Western Europe In the 16th 
century broke through the mediaeval 
traditions of scholastic theology and 
philosophy and devoted itself to the 
rediscovery and direct study of an 
cient classics. The movement waa 
essentially a revolt against Intel 
lectual and especially ecclesiastical 
authority, and is the parent of all 
modern developments, whether In- 
tellectual, scientific or social. 
"Humanism" has also been applied to 
the philosophy of Comte in virtue of 
its insistence on the dignity of hu- 
manity and its refusal to find in the 
Divine anything external or superior 
to mankind, and the same tendency 
has had marked influence over the 
development of modern Christian 
Theology which inclines to obliterate 
the old orthodox conception of the 
separate existence and overlordshlp 
of God. 

Later types of Humanism start 
from the point of view that the world 
is essentially moral in nature, and 
not merely rational or material. In- 
tellectual categories do not explain 
all things. 'The main propositions of 
the "Higher Humanism" may perhaps 
be stated as follows: The ultimate 
reality of the world la becoming bet- 
ter, and I, the Individual, can help. 
All evolution is conscientiously creat- 
ed evolution guided by- conscienti- 
ously conceived ideas, and I, the indi- 
vidual, am one of its conscientiously 
and conceivlngly creating units. 
Perhaps the "Higher Humanism" 
means nothing more or less than a 
philosophical working out of Matthew 
Arnold's Idea of "The constant pur- 
suit of Personal Perfection." 

A subject such as the "Higher 
Humanism," treated by Professor 
Mackay, promises to be highly In- 
teresting and Instructive, and all 
students of all faculties, Including 
students of R.V.C , also all others In- 
terested, are urged to attend the 
meeting of the Philosophical Society 
on Tuesday, February 1st.

Yearbook Going to Press as 
Per Schedule. 



At the regular morning service at 
11 o'clock next Sunday In the Church 
of the Messiah the minister of the 
oldest Unitarian Church In the world 
will be the speaker, the Rev. Gabriel 
Cslki. His church Is In Kolocsvar. 
the capital of Transylvania, where 
Bishop Francis David at the time of 
the Reformation established the first 
organized Unitarian movement In 
history. Mr. Csiki wi|l be given a 
greeting by the Rev. Sydney B. Snow, 
lhe minister of the Church, who was 
in Transylvania for more than three 
months last spring as head of the 
Mission of Relief for the Unitarians 
of America. Mr. Cslkl Is In America 
to study methods of church adminis- 
tration in the Unitarian denomina- 
tion on this continent He haa been 
on the same mission for five months 
in England, and bas recently come 
from there. 



In all the Annuals of the past, by 
January 28th almost all the editorial 
matter, and certainly all photo- 
graphic matter, waa in the bands of 
the printer.

The posi- 
tion as it stands is this : The class 
or '22 have pledged three dollars 
from their caution-money all around, 
and tho men have given In the neces- 
sary cash deposit The Managing 
Board have plans that are not hazy, 
not mere castles in the air, but de- 
finite certainties that will make the 
'22 Yearbook McGIU's first real 
Undergraduate Review that has ever 
been published. The financial slip 
port of tho Juniors is already guar 
anteed— the sale of the few hundred 
books that will be placed on the 
market for the undergraduate body 
other than the class of '22 will be of 
short duration, for the Yearbook's 
appeal will be Its own best "booster." 
This is the biggest year In the his- 
tory of McQlll ; the Yearbook Is 
going to be the book to record that 
year, and be in addition the medium 
of retrospect of. the Centenary of our 
Alma Mater ; it is going to be an 
undergraduate asset, but the Juniors 
have got to wake up and do their 
share. 

It Is a crying pity that any man 
who has signed over hla pledge- 
money and given his cash deposit 
should, by his own negligence, lose 
bis place in the Yearbook. Accord- 
ing to the schedule drawn up, any 
men in Science and Commerce who 
have not had their pictures taken to 
date, should forfeit tho privilege of 
appearing In the Yearbook. This 
was the original Intention of the 
Managing Board. However, as the 
men have made the plea that exami- 
nations and other academic matters 
have delayod them, the date for 
Science and Commerce baa been ex- 
tended until February 3rd. After 
that date the studio wil be instructed 
not to do any photographing for the 
above faculties for the Yearbook, 
and the individual pictures assembled 
will be forwarded to the engravers 
for the engraving of the respective 
electros for Science and Commerce. 
Similarly the final date for the other 
faculties will be one week later, Feb. 
10th. . 

The Yearbook stands to lose noth 
lng by any Junior's negligenco or 
carelessness— take a note of It, you 
are the only ones that lose if your 
picture is not taken according to 
schedule.

In a closely contested struggle, re- 
plete with spectacular hockey, Science 
'24 defeated Med. '23' before one of 
tho largest crowds of enthusiasts eeen 
on the Campus Rink thla season 
Their victory was largely due to 
fast, well concerted attack together 
with the brilliant work of Decary In 
goal. The game was fast from the be- 
ginning and not at all one-aided as 
the score would Indicate. 

The play waa clean, only two pen 
alties being Imposed, due largely to 
the "work of "Shag," who kept too 
play well in hand throughout. "Shag' 
was greatly impressed with the brand 
of hockey played, and no doube sized 
up some of the men favorably as 
promising material. 

Immediately after the face-off play 
became fast and furious, both teams 
attacking strongly, but due to the 
brilliant work of each goal tender 
many chances to score were lost 
After nine minutes of play, Mc 
Naugbton rushed up the side and 
shot. Cook cleared, but Morely 
slammed In the rebound for the first 
goal. Immediately after, Mcaughton 
fooled Cook with a long shot from the 
side. With the score against them 
Med. '23 tried had to even up, but 
Decary, In goal, proved a stone wall, 
Mosely, taking the puck in centre ice, 
rushed down the side and beat Cook 
with a shot into the corner of the net 
The remainder of tho period was 
scoreless, and Mod. '23 being the ag 
gresaors. 

At the beginning of the second 
period, Science '24, content with 
three goal lead, settled back to play 
a defensive game. Time and again 
the rushes of Med. '23 were broken up 
by the defence of the winners. The 
prettiest score of the game came 
after four minutes of play, when Mc 
Naughton, securing the puck behind 
bis own nets, stick-handled his way 
through the entire team, and, after 
drawing Cook out, scored the last goal 
of the game. During the rest of the 
period, Med. 123 fought gamely, but 
with their opponents playing a de- 
fensive game, their attempts to score- 
were futile. 

For the winners, Luxen was per 
haps the most outstanding star 
Mosely and McNaughton on the for 
ward Hnc ahowed fine combination 
and effective back checking. Decary, 
in goal, was largely responsible for 
the score, as he turned aside many 
shots which looked like sure goals. 

For Med. '23, the work of McEUi 
got was outstanding. His speed an*d 
stick-handling showed him to be the 
best man on the ice. The forward 
line, with Lawson, PaTlaw and Malr, 
worked hard, the back checking of 
the former being brilliant.

LECTURED TO 
STUDENT BODY 

Plea For Christianity in 
"Daily Life."

Last evening Dr. Robt E. Speor 
tddresaed some three hundred stu- 
dents In Molson Hall on the subject 
of "Life Service.'" Principal Sir 
Arthur Currie. acting as chairman, 
introduced the speaker telling in a 
few well chosen words the world 
fame of Dr. Speer. 

Dr. Speer waa the first layman to 
obtain the degree of doctor. He has 
been a leading star in the work of 
foreign missions of the Presbyterian 
Church In the States, while his popu- 
'arfty and success In student affairs 
has been marked, and he Is claimed 
by not only the Americans as their 
leader and friend but by all countries 
alike the world over. 

The keynote or Dr. Speer's instruc- 
tive and glowing message was "for 
men and women in every phase or 
life to put more Christianity into 



their everyday actions." 

He started by stating that It in 
not the organization and constitu- 
tion of an Institution which is the 
deciding factor, but the men behind. 
He followed thla statement up with 
a concrete example, as he did his 
every paying. 

"The crying need of to-day," said 
♦be speaker, "Is for men of character 
to act as leaders, men who will be a 
support for other good men to lean 
upon in all times." He pointed out 
that there are countless honors 
awaiting medical missionaries anions 
the three hundred million Chinaman 
or other Asiatic races. In this con 
nectlon he broached the question of 
the yellow peril of the East, where 
In China their civilization has been 
back-sliding for some time. He 
spoke of the interest taken by cer- 
tain Western European countries to 
develop the Orientals in their econo 
mic Christianity. Tho solution of 
this peril, which Is bound to happen 
In the years to come, lies in tho 
hands of the white nations of to-day 
to treat squarely and fairly and to 
help the down-trodden Easterner to 
his feet This applies not only to 
the Chinese portions of Asia. Some 
years ago people regarded the Asia 
tics as running in absolutely differ 
ent directions to the whites, that 
each 1 would follow Its own course 
Independently; hut this is not going 
to be the case, there Is bound to bo 
a Junction somewhere and this gene 
ration is going to enhance that Junc- 
tion for better or for worse, and who 
more so than the students the coming 
leaders of the several countries. 

In India there are three hundred 
and fifty million of people who have 
been bettered under British rule for 
a century and a half, races who have 
of late beoame restless and at times 
show a very hostile spirit to English 
interests. This 1b partly due to the 
lack of application of practical Chris- 
tianity In every-day life and also 
partly due to the scarcity of medical 
missionaries and evangelists. "Sure- 
ly this is a challenge to every true 
born Britisher, to rectify the mis- 
understanding," said the speaker. 

The student starting out to apply 
these rules, to replace "World La- 
borhood" for "World Brotherhood," 
Is up against a hard -world, and at 
times a devilish world. 

Dr. Speer ended his very Interest- 
ing discourse, which seemed to havo 
but scarcely started, by leading up 
to his final object in his own unfail- 
ing way. He showed that a man 
needs to lose his life to find it or 
that the young hero who recently 
lost his life near Ottawa in the ico- 
covered river in attempting to res 
cue a drowning person, did not waste 
his wire, for it was a thrilling ex 
ample for others. He explained the 
Biblical meaning of the term of the 
planted seed which need die In order 
to grow and bore fruit Lastly ho 
told all present that it was not wast- 
ing a life, not losing a career to 
stand for Christian principles or by 
devoting one's sojourn on earth r.s 
a missionary. 1 

There was a decided sincere mood 
common to all, a feeling which seem- 
ed to have a marked influence upon 
every attendant and which the Prln 
cipal in his closing' words of thanks 
to our honored guest described as 
extremely timely . and which had not 
gone to deaf ears." •

Ores. 



VERY OLD MINES. 



Worked By Romans-Bought 
From Spain by English 
Company. 





Last night the Mining Society had 
tbe opportunity to hear Mr. W. A. 
Carlyle speak on the "Mining of 
• Orel at Rio Tinto." Mr. Car- 
a graduate ot Mining '87, and 
thinks bis Alma Mater la the best 
Mr. Carlyle was for some years 
of the mines at Rio Tinto. 
before the war he resigned 
this position to become a Pro- 
r of Mining at the Royal School 
Mines. London, Eng. When the 
war broke out be offered his services 
to the Government, by whom he was 
•eat to Canada to organise the British 
American Nickel Company. 
' Mr. Carlyle would have liked to 
bare spoken on his work of the last 
ree years, but was unable because 
>f the lack of Illustrations to accom- 
pany tbe lecture. His work in Canada 
consisted of developing a mine whose 
ore réserves wcro known by explora- 
tion with a diamond drill, and which 
bad a shaft down to a depth of 700 
feet. ■ He had to design a system of 
mining, a smelter and a refinery, and 
then to market the nickel and copper 
produced. In the rtrst throe he was 
very successful, as was shown by the 
reporte of tbreo competent examining 
engineers. However, the market for, 
all metals is bad, and thcro Is to-day 
enough nickel and copper on the mar- 
ket to last the world a year. 

Speaking on Rio Tinto, Mr. Carlyle 
■tld that Rio Tinto was the largest 
and most up-to-dato mino In the 
world. In the same province and 
clOM together are the Rio Tinto, Tar- 
•vs and San Domingo mines. All the 
ore* are similar and «ro developed by 
the amoe system. 

The chief ore is cupriferous iron 
•y rites. At the surface this is altered 
to èèttaan or ttyorâted Iron oxide. 
Deeper down we «et pyrite with chal- 
coelto, and Just, on top of the Iron 
pyrites Is a bed of lead carbonate 
log precious metals, and vary- 
two to ten feet in thickness, 
on pyrites is used largely for 
production of sulphuric acid, and 
100,000 tons are exported annually 
to be used In this industry. -Some 
t>hlde is sold as erode copper ore, 
le is smelted «vt the smeHer, and 
ae is laid In huge heaps for leaoh- 
t. 

The demand for the Iron pyrites 
was very great in past years, but has 
fallen off since tho discovery of the 
! sulphur deposits in Louisiana and 
Texas. 

Mr. Palmer, another McGIll gradu- 
ate, had charge of the underground 
/ jforklngs, and on hie advice one of 
• :-';tno best electric plants used in mine 
operations was installed. Since then, 
Mr. Palmer has done much work with 
open east mining at Rio Tinto, and 
published tho results of his work. 
The Romans worked the mines for 
400 years. On the Tarsus they had a 
spiral shaft sunk to a great depth 
Up this spiral the slaves carried the 
rich ore in baskets. These early 
miners knew where to find the valu- 
able ore, and removed only tbe very 
rich portions. All their mining was 
done by fire-setting, which was a very 
primitive method, and yet they drove 
tunnels over two miles long, and sunk 
sbafts over 500 feet deep: Their 
pumping arrangements were most in- 
genious. Tbey had a, series of twelve- 
foot water wheels with buckets on the 
periphery. These buckets dipped into 
x trough at the «bottom and emptied 
Into another at the top, and so the 
water was raised by 12-foot steps to 
the surface. Other evidences of their 
occupation are ropes and bronze lni- 
- ulements, and some square sets to 
hold up tbe roof. 

tn tho year 409 the Moors drove 
the Romans out, and tbe mines went 
into disuse. In the sixteenth century 
the Spaniards drove the Moors out 
and .periodically worked them from 
1790 to 1820, when an English com- 
pany bougbt the property for $10,- 
005,000. This company Immediately 
rt>t out to build a pier on the Rio Tinto 
ver and to develop the mines sixty- 
miles away. It was on this same 
r that Columbus built the ships 
which he sailed for America. 
The climate Is sub-tropical, being 
atber hot m summor but delightful 
in winter. Tho company has estab- 
lished a rest resort of twelve houses 
at the beach for the use of the Eng- 
llsh'-speaking employees. 

Six hundred men are employed 
around tbe pier and workshops. The 
pier always presents a busy scene, 
about three ships being loaded at tbe 
same time and -about twelve waiting 
In the roadstead. 

The pier is' sixty-five miles from 
the mines, to which it is connected by 
railroad. . Stations are situated every 
teven miles, so that trains loaded 
»ith ora cooing down mar pan* 




trains of supplies going up to thy- 
mines. 

Most of the ore bodies lie along 
the contact between tne quarts por- 
phry and shales of lower carbonifer- 
ous sge. Some other deposits ar« 
found In the eruptive rocks, and still 
others in slates of Silurian age. 

Tbe company bas two internment 
hospitals for cases of smallpox. Any 
case of this sickness In the district is 
immediately taken charge of by the 
company. 

Most of the mining is done by open 
cast methods. In places 20,000,000 
to 60,000,000 cubic metres of over- 
burden have been romoved to get at 
60,000,000 tons of copper ore. The 
trains enter the bottom of the pits by 
a long tunnel and move up to the 
working faces by spiral tracks. The 
open casts are worked In spiral 
benches. All tbe loading was done 
by band. But now at the Tarsus 
mine the overburden is stripped by 
steam shovels and the ore is loaded 
in cars by boards carried on the heads 
of boys or women. The steam shovels 
are run by Spaniards, and are used 
only In the new open casts. These 
men take good care of the machinery, 
so that they can keep on at slightly 
better pay. The men. once working 
for the company, expect to stay there 
for life, and would rather serve a 
term of Imprisonment than leave. 

Formerly all underground mining 
was by tho room and gallery method, 
out of late years the ore is mined In 
slices and the surface Is allowed to 
cave in and follow the ore down. 

Ton-ton oars aro used for haulage 
on a 3 ft. 6 In gauge track. These 
small cars were found to be preferable 
to the larger ones used In the Ameri- 
can iron mines, Tho men start to 
load their number of cars at about 
sunrise, and are through working by 
noon. 

The ore is kept absolutely clean, 
and is piled in heups two metres 
thick. The oro becomes heated to 
100 degrees F. in the sun, and Is then 
oxidized to the sulphate. The sul- 
phates are then leached up with 
water. After about five years of this 
process tho copper content of the ore 
Is reduced to about 0.15 per cont. of 
copper, The liquors aro used over 
again until they become saturated 
with the sulphato salts. These liquors 
aro theu passed through fine pyrite 
and the ferric sulphate will be re- 
duced to ferrous sulphate. Tho solu- 
tions then pass through launders con- 
taining pig iron, when tho copper Is 
precipitated and the Iron goes into 
solution. 

The copper is then shovelled out 
and washed to separate the sludges 
and Bulphidcs from the copper, which 
is about 96 per cent. pure. The 
sludges aro brlq'uetted and sent to 
smelters, while the copper is sont to 
the refinery in Wales. Before tho 
war, refined copper could be produced 
for five cents per pound by this 
method. 

Much sulphate copper Is also pro- 
duced for use in tho vineyards of 
Europe. The sulphate used to bs 
crystallized directly from the mine 
waters and liquors from the leaching 
piles. Now pure copper is produced, 
and is then converted into sulphate 
by sulphuric acid. The sulphate is 
dissolved in boiling water and is 
crystalled out on lead strips, after 
which it Is bagged for sale. 

The former method of treating 
high grade ore was to roast In heaps 
and then smelt in blast furnaces. Any 
waters from the roast yards go to the 
precipitation launders. When in- 
stalled, the blast furnaces and cop- 
per converters were tho 'argest in use. 
in late years the roast yards have 
been abandoned and signs of plant 
life are beginning to show. 

The meeting closed with a vote of 
thanks to Mr. Carlyle for giving 
such an Interesting address.

AN APPEAL FOR MODERN LAN- 
GUAGES. 

In these days of competition and 
strenuous endeavor, it is fundamental 
that knowledge be much more than a 
hobby or a mental exercise. The 
measurement of a man's education is 
merely the results obtainable in the 
employment of this increased knowl- 
edge to the advantage of himself and 
fellow men. 

As in the arts and sciences In gen- 
eral, this is true of foreign languages. 
Language Is an instrument of utmost 
importance to man, and may be con- 
sidered an index of tbe degree ot 
mutual human understanding and co- 
operation. Conversely, its absence is 
a paramount cause of misunderstand- 
ing and conflict, both between Indi- 
viduals and between nations. Hence 
as International Intercourse and trade 
have become so extensive, one would 
expect that the knowledge of tongues 
of other nations would have Increased 
accordingly. 

That such is not the case Is strik- 
ingly shown among English-speaking 
peoples. Even prime mlulsters and 
national presidents at tho recent 
Peace Conference required the aid of 
Interpreters to converse together even 
In council. 

What then is the reason for thin 
ignorance of other tongues? The 
answer has been given that the learn- 
ing of these languages is difficult and 
burdensome, aud requires consider- 
able time. But a considerable amount 
of our school hours are spent at pres- 
ent In the learning of languages of 
one kind or another, and why then 
do we not possoss this knowledge? 
It is well known that a large number 
of uneducated Immigrants are able to 
speak several languages. I know of 
one Roumanian labor-roreman in this 
city who has a working knowledge of 
seven European languages, and he 
haB had extremely little of our so- 
called education. The advantages 
thus placed in tho Hands of these 
foreigners are seen every day] 

The acquiring of a foreign lan- 
guage has been mado difficult In our 
schools and colleges. Great stress Is 
laid on the peculiarities of syntax of 
ancient Greek, Hebrew and Latin 
and other bone-dry literary and

grammatical curiosities, until the 
student is driven from desperation 
and fear of failure to the actual 
memorizing of passages from defunct 
classics and their English transla- 
tions. 1 know students who can re- 
cite from thé Odyssey page after page, 
and who could not ask for a piece of 
toast in some Quebec, restaurants, 
nor read the bill-posters of their own 
town. They can translate chapters 
of Molliere and even medieval French 
literature, yet cannot read tbe French 
Canadian newspapers. And modern 
French is the language of this prov- 
ince, and these students will be up 
against it dally in every phase ot lire. 
If we were free to spend our days In 
the mysteries of the Talmud, a knowl- 
edge of the language of the prophets 
would possibly be a pleasant pastime. 

It is argued that classical litera- 
ture is Instructive and elevating 
above the common herd. It is — but 
too far above. But the literature ot 
Italy and India, of Germany and 
China, is fully as interesting and in- 
structive. It tolls us something of the 
lire of mankind to-day, and hence is 
more likely to intorest and stimulate 
a school child than the ravings of 
Virgil and the wanderings of Ulysses. 

But there Is another and more Im- 
portant aspect to the question. Con- 
sider trade, rightly called the life of 
nations. Canada Is bound to Great 
Britain aud to the United States, and 
Ik a barometer of their market con- 
ditions, largely because English is 
her only tongue. A knowledge of 
Spanish would aid greatly in estab- 
lishing coutact with the Immense 
commercial possibilities of Central 
and South America. To the average 
Canadian, the latest advances in art 
and applied science In France, Ger 
many and Italy are locked up. Tho 
medical progress of Germany is moro 
or less a closed book. A knowledge 
of Arabic would open vast fields in 
Egypt, Arabia and India. Hindu- 
stani means vastly moro to the Eng 
llshman In the matter of possibilities 
than tho beauties and intricacies of 
Sanscrit. 

Surely a practical knowledge of 
foreign tongue will do much to bring 
about that understanding and sym- 
pathy between nations that Is so 
much needed to-day. E. H. A.

Sâys Trucks Freight 

As Much As Railways 

. H. W.Drew, Eastern manager of the 
Packard Motor Company with head- 
quarter* at Detroit, addressed the 
Kiwenls Club at the regular noon hour 
luncheon, on the subject: "The 
Motor Truck." 

Discussing 'the place of the truck in 
the development of industry, Mr. Drew 
maintained that as a factor in trans- 
portation, the motor forms one of the 
basic factors of all Industry. Produc 
Hon without adequate means of deliv- 
ering Its products to tho point whero It 
la consumed, would be futile. Tho pre- 
sent organization of civilization would 
be' impossible without the aid of var- 
ious -transport agencies. 

Referring to the various modes of 
transportation -a general classification 
of four divisions was suggested, by 
water, by. rail, by animal drawn vehicles 
and by the. motor, truck. Comparison 
of the field of these various agencie* 
showed that in the U.S. the available 
highways open all the year round con 
sldcrably exceeded tbe total length of 
railway lines. The tonnage carried last 
year by motor truck* tri the U.S. was 
approximately half as large as that 
handled toy the railways. 

Transportation by means of horse» 
was conceded by the speaker to be 
more economical in a certain field die 
tated largely by light loads and short 
distances. The advantages of the 
motor truck lie In Its greater range of 
distance, greater speed, tocavier loads, 
regularity of service and adaptability 'to 
many conditions of road .and ■weather'. 

Opposition of railway companies to 
tho growing transportation by means 
of truck is fast diminishing, stated Mr. 
Drew. , The railway companies aro 
looking upon the truck rather as an 
auxiliary titan os a competitor. Ex- 
haustive experiments bave been made 
which show that freight can be 'moro 
economically moved distances up to 100 
miles by truck than toy the railway. 

Advocating bettor road facilities, Mr. 
Drew concluded with an appeal , for 
greater co-operation between railway 
companies, manufacturers and motor 
car companies with tho authorities re- 
sponsible for maintaining tho High- 
ways. "It 1» not good cities that make 
good streets," toe said, "but good streets 
that build up the cities."
